KNOWN CUSTOMERS. 

The insouciance with which many of the 
booktrade conduct business is at times ap¬ 
palling. During each year easily one hundred 
cases come to our notice of dealers walking 
into veritable fly-traps, so easily are they sep¬ 
arated from either their merchandise or their 
hard-earned cash, and in most of the cases 
it is difficult to extend much sympathy to 
the victim. The bookseller is certainly an 
“easy mark.” Some one writes to him, a 
thousand miles away, that he has seen his 
advertisement in The Publishers' Weekly 
for books that he wants or of books that he 
offers for sale. That seems to be, in most 
cases, sufficient introduction for a stranger 
to obtain credit from a bookseller, or to use 
as bait for his trap. While it may be gratify¬ 
ing to know that the trade at large has so 
high an opinion of The: Publishers' Weekly 
as to consider any one who refers to it in 
his business correspondence as specially rec¬ 
ommended, we have nevertheless for years 
taken pains to warn our subscribers that in 
dealing with strangers they must use every 
available means to protect themselves against 
imposters, thieves and swindlers. 


The appearance of advertisements in the 
Books Wanted department or elsewhere in 
The Publishers' Weekly, does not furnish 
a guarantee of credit. This information is 
printed prominently each week at the head of 
the Books Wanted column of the Weekly, 
with the further caution that, while it is en¬ 
deavored to safeguard this particular depart¬ 
ment of the Weekly, by withdrawing the 
privilege of their use from advertisers who 
we know are not “good pay,” etc., we would 
most forcibly impress upon every user of the 
departments of Books Wanted and Books for 
Sale to take the usual precautions as to ad¬ 
vertisers not known to them that they would 
take in making sales to any unknown parties 
in their stores. 

Notwithstanding this warning, made in the 
interest of all concerned, we are time and 
again assailed, by those who, in the most un¬ 
sophisticated manner, have been coaxed into 
the most transparent trap. Indeed, when 
caught, it is most pitiful to witness the pusil¬ 
lanimity of those who have been swindled. 
All are inclined to “lie down” upon us for 
assistance to help them out of the pit that 
they have dug for themselves. They claim 
that because they have dealt with a person 
with whom they have become acquainted 
through the columns of the Weekly we 
should in some way hold ourselves respon¬ 
sible for the transaction, or do other impos¬ 
sible things. While we have often taken ex¬ 
traordinary measures to protect our constit¬ 
uency, it is clearly not our province to act as 
a credit bureau or collection agency or prose¬ 
cutor. To go any further than we are already 
going in protecting the trade against dis¬ 
honest persons would be to assume the posi¬ 
tion of a nurse to babes in business. As The 
Clique, of London, dealing with a similar sit¬ 
uation, says: “We do all we can to warn our 
readers against swindlers—but if, tempted 
perhaps by the greatness of the apparent bar¬ 
gain, they will part with their money before 
ascertaining the bona-hdes of the seller what 
can be done to save them?” And very often 
it is the cupidity, or, as he calls it, the 
“smartness,” of the dealer that gets him into 
trouble with unknown persons. 

As the dealer, in the store, must protect 
himself against the two-legged enemy of 
books, by close scrutiny and vigilance, so also 
must he protect himself against the possible 
enemy who may attempt to assail him through 
the mails, by convincing himself of the bona- 
hdes of his correspondent, be he disguised as 
buyer or seller. 
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ANNUAL MEETING OF THE CANA¬ 
DIAN BOOKSELLERS’ AND STA¬ 
TIONERS' ASSOCIATION. 

The second annual meeting of the Book¬ 
sellers’ and Stationers’ Association of On¬ 
tario was held in Toronto, September 9 and 
10. There were present about fifty members. 
Among the guests of the association were 
Fletcher B. Gibbs, of Chicago, and George 
Savoy, of the National' Blank Book Com¬ 
pany of Holyoke, Mass. President William 
Tyrrell, of Toronto, opened the meeting on 
the morning of the 9th inst. with an address 
a part of which we extract from The Book¬ 
seller and Stationer of Canada: 

“In our hands, to no small extent, is placed 
the choosing of books for others. If we are 
wise we will not think carelessly of either 
our opportunities or responsibilities, but will 
apply ourselves thoroughly and intelligently 
to the services expected of us. I am firmly 
convinced that if a bookseller is ever to pos¬ 
sess that reputation which is worth, not only 
dollars and cents, but self-respect as well, he 
must look upon his business as a profession 
on a par with that of the librarian showing 
himself ready to give disinterested advice; 
and on the whole to select the books which 
he offers for sale from a personal knowledge 
of them. As an illustration of this, permit 
me to say that at the present time this seems 
more than usually important, because during 
the past few years there has been a large in¬ 
crease in the number of objectionable publi¬ 
cations, both written and pictorial. Of these 
some are much worse than others, but all are 
permeated with an atmosphere of at least sug¬ 
gested sensuality well calculated to debase the 
thoughts of many whose minds might other¬ 
wise have remained clean and wholesome. 
Many of these publications yield a large and 
easily-gained profit to dealers who are not 
disposed to hinder their sale. But many 
booksellers will not lend themselves know¬ 
ingly to the distribution of such publications 
and willingly incur the loss rather than handle 
them. The difficulty is how to deal with 
such matters wisely. To openly condemn a 
book or picture is a sure way of increasing 
the sale of it, so that in practice the best 
thing appears to be to ignore it, simply stat¬ 
ing, when it is asked for, that it is out of 
stock. 

“In the course of time a bookseller who 
thus, and in other ways, protects his public, 
will gain their confidence and increase the 
value of his reputation. If he is a wise man 
he will avail himself of every opportunity 
which such a reputation brings. It goes 
without saying that such men are of great 
value to the community in which they live, 
and such men are wanted in every depart¬ 
ment of human activity. 

“Therefore, gentlemen, I say that if we 
perform valuable services to the public, (and 
there is no reason for our existence if we do 
not,) we should be adequately rewarded. 
That we do not get the reasonable profits 
which are our due is unfortunately too often 
the case, but the causes which prevent this 


are frequently beyond the control of a single 
individual, and can only be overcome by 
united and well-organized effort. . . . If any¬ 
thing can be done for the bookseller in this 
matter it will not be by the efforts or influ¬ 
ence of a single individual, nor will it be ac¬ 
complished by any other agency than that of 
a confident, influential and powerful organiza¬ 
tion of the ablest booksellers of this province. 
Such an organization should, I am convinced, 
maintain the closest and most fnendly rela¬ 
tions possible with publishers and wholesale 
dealers; indeed, the more I study this matter, 
the more certain I am that our association 
would be more vital, more useful, and more 
influential if it included publishers, jobbers, 
wholesale dealers and manufacturers. We 
are all intimately concerned with the same 
kind of business, and the injury of any part 
is the concern of the whole. 

“Such an organization would bring together 
and harmonize many interests which now 
seem divergent. Ignorance of each other is 
the greatest cause of jealousy, unfriendliness 
and antagonism. With a closer union would 
come a more intelligent appreciation of each 
other’s difficulties, as well as each other’s op¬ 
portunities. I am not sure that retailers are 
always fair to publishers, and trouble often 
arises from the indifference which booksell¬ 
ers show to the well-considered plans of pub¬ 
lishers. These plans, if carried out in the 
spirit in which they are conceived, would 
often bring business to the mutual profit of 
both parties, but booksellers are often disin¬ 
clined to make an effort and yet blame the 
publishers if in self-defense he tries to do 
without them.” 

The secretary, W. A. Craik, reported that 
“during the year several projects have been 
taken up for the benefit of the trade. Some 
of these have been highly successful, while 
others have not met with that success which 
they seem to merit. 

“At the suggestion of officers of the asso¬ 
ciation your secretary approached the pub¬ 
lishers in Toronto last November and se¬ 
cured subscriptions from them aggregating 
$130 for the purpose of advertising books for 
Christmas. Space was contracted for in 
seven of the leading papers of London, Ham¬ 
ilton, Ottawa and Toronto, and a series of 
advertisements were prepared which were in¬ 
serted in the Saturday issues of these papers 
for four weeks preceding Christmas. The 
tenor of the advertisements was to urge the 
public to purchase books for Christmas 
presents. 

“The papers were selected on the ground 
of circulation, particularly circulation through¬ 
out the towns and villages of the Province. 
It would have been impossible with the lim¬ 
ited fund at our disposal to have run the 
advertising in local papers throughout the 
country, and that accounts for the exclusive 
use of city papers. 

“The advertisements contained no mention 
of any publisher. They were booksellers’ 
advertisements pure and simple, and at the 
foot of each ad. appeared the important 
words, “Patronize Your Local Bookseller.” 
It is hoped that the publishers will be found 
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ready and willing to support a similar scheme 
this fall. 

“With the object of giving the booksellers 
an opportunity to secure a supply of attrac¬ 
tively printed Christmas book lists, your sec¬ 
retary prepared a co-operative list, which was 
offered to the trade throughout Canada at 
cost price. The response was somewhat 
small, with the result that the booklets when 
printed cost almost three cents each. Had a 
circulation of say 25,000 copies been secured, 
the cost would have been very materially 
reduced. 

“Another project which failed to receive 
the support from the trade which apparently 
it merited was the collection blank scheme. 
These blanks were offered at cost price to 
any member of the association, who could 
use them in collecting bad debts. The ex¬ 
perience of other retail organizations with 
similar blanks had been such as to commend 
them to our attention. Merchants had made 
most successful use of them and it was hoped 
that members of this association would find 
them equally efficacious. Applications for 
the blanks have not been numerous.” 

A dinner was given at the St. Charles 
Hotel on the evening of the 9th inst., when a 
representative gathering of the booksellers, 
publishers and travellers sat down to a fine 
repast. The health of the King and that of 
President Roosevelt was heartily honored. 
Among the speakers were Fletcher P>. Gibbs, 
W. P. Gundy and M. G. Hay. 

At the second session, held on the 10th 
inst., J. G. Cloke, of Hamilton, was elected 
president; A. H. Jarvis, of Ottawa, vice- 
president, and the following on the Execu¬ 
tive Committee: G. W. Sulman, Chatham; 
John F. Sifton, London; M. G. Hay, St. 
Thomas; C. L. Nelles, Guelph, and William 
Tyrrell, Toronto. 

It was decided to change the name of the 
association to the Canadian Book, Stationery 
and Publishing Trade Association. 


THE INTERNATIONAL ASSOCIATION 
OF ANTIQUARIAN BOOKSELLERS. 

The International Association of Anti¬ 
quarian Booksellers, of which Frank Kars- 
lake, of 35 Pond Street, Hampstead, London, 
F.ng., is the honorary secretary, addresses 
itself to dealers in old books everywhere in 
the world with a view of adding to its mem¬ 
bership and thereby increasing its usefulness. 
It already numbers 193 members, of which 71 
are in business in London, 115 in other parts 
of Great Britain and nine foreign dealers, of 
which four are American booksellers. The 
subscription is five shilling a j^ear. An in¬ 
quiry fee respecting any person in any part of 
the world is sixpence. Application for ac¬ 
counts which members find themselves unable 
to collect is made for a fee of sixpence, and 
5 per cent, is charged upon the amount col¬ 
lected by means of the association, when the 
amount does not exceed £5, and 2j4 per cent, 
on larger amounts. 

During the past year the association has 
secured the punishment of three swindlers 


and has made impossible the swindling opera¬ 
tions of about fifty more, besides collecting a 
number of bad debts and recovering goods 
to the value of upwards of fifty dollars. 

The objects of the association are: 

1. To prevent fraudulent practices upon 
members by providing a Central Bureau for 
the collection of confidential information. 

2. To provide arbitration in cases of dis¬ 
pute between members. 

3. To regulate the selling prices of re¬ 
mainders, and to prevent underselling in con¬ 
nection with them. 

4. To encourage social intercourse among 
members by means of an annual dinner and 
other functions. 

5. To provide a fund which shall be used 
at the discretion of the committee for the 
general purposes of the association, including 
temporary assistance to members who, 
through no fault of their own, may have met 
with misfortune, or to their widows and 
orphans. 

6. To protect and promote the interests of 
the trade generally. 

It is in the interest of every dealer in old 
books who contemplates extending his trade 
to foreign countries to identify himself with 
this association as a means of self-protection. 


PENNY DREADFULS IN GERMANY. 

“Twelve and a half million dollars are 
thrown away every year in Germany by the 
poorer classes in the purchase of pernicious 
penny dreadfuls,” according to a statement 
issued by the Diirer Union, which is engaged 
in a campaign against the growing tendency 
in Germany to read trashy “literature.” 

The secretary of the union vouches for the 
astounding declaration that 8000 established 
booksellers and 30,000 peddlers are engaged 
in selling sensational serials and books con¬ 
taining complete tales of a very low order. 

No fewer than 750,000,000 of these wretched 
“stories” have been sold in the course of a 
single year. They are hawked from house 
to house, from factory to factory, outside 
schools, and among the peasants on every 
farm throughout the empire. The peddlers 
nearly always enter by the back door or the 
kitchen stairs. Servant girls and ignorant 
peasantry are the most fruitful customers, 
but it is asserted by municipal officials that 
even people who are in receipt of poor relief 
often deprive themselves of necessities in or¬ 
der to save two cents for a vile rehash of the 
sensationally embellished details of a notor¬ 
ious crime. 


OXFORD DICTIONARY STATISTICS. 

In his brief account of the Oxford Univer¬ 
sity Press, which has just been published, Fal¬ 
coner Madan describes the “Oxford English 
Dictionary” as the greatest literary work ever 
produced at Oxford. The vigor with which 
the scheme was embarked on in 1888 shows 
no signs of relaxing, Mr. Madan says, and 
1912 should see the completion of the whole. 
“And lastly, that nothing may be wanting to 
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this noble work, the open page of any portion 
of it displays a more pictorial effect, owing to 
the skilful use of type of varying kind, size 
and appearance, than any printed page else¬ 
where in existence. The praise, therefore, 
which is due to Dr. Murray, (we should now 
say Sir James Murray,) and his coadjutors 
in this connection, and to the delegates and 
officers of the press, cannot well be exagger¬ 
ated.” 

Calculations have been made as to the con¬ 
tents of the dictionary up to and including the 
last published portion. The main words num¬ 
ber 154,094, the special contributions explained 
under main words 29,534, and subordinate 
words 41,317—total 224,945. The illustrative 
quotations for which the dictionary is famous 
now exceed one million, or to be exact they 
number 1,089,456. The pages apart from in¬ 
troductory matter so far, viz., to Premions, 
(it should be explained that neither M nor P 
is finished with vet,) number 9431, and if a 
man were to read such portions as are al¬ 
ready published at the rate of one page a day 
his task would take him nearly twenty-six 
years. 

In a number of The Periodical , eight years 
ago, was published some statistics showing 
very ingeniously the magnitude of the dic¬ 
tionary." Such statistics—dulce est desipere 
in loco—are more striking to-day. The total 
number of columns already published is 28,- 
273, each \o l /% inches long, allowing for short 
columns. These columns of type, end on end, 
2P2 inches wide, would stretch 4 miles, 911 
yards, 2 feet. 

To finish with lineal facts, the purchaser of 
the dictionary receives for one penny t yard, 
1 foot and 8 inches odd of solid printed mat¬ 
ter, 2}4 inches wide, on excellent paper, which 
must beat the record for all such publications. 

It is estimated that there are 34,351,680 
words in the dictionary to date, and 120,133,- 
704 letters. 


SURVIVING GOSPEL HYMN WRITERS. 

“Even with the death of P. P. Bliss and 
Ira D. Sankey,” the Boston Transcript says, 
“there still remain living authors and com¬ 
posers of some of the popular of the famous 
‘Gospel Songs/ W. H. Doane, who wrote 
‘Rescue the Perishing’ and many other hymns 
as familiar, made a fortune as a manufacturer 
of woodworking machinery, and is known 
also for his unique collection of musical in¬ 
struments. Mr. Doane lives in the West, but 
he has a summer place at Watch Hill, R. I., 
and he is a frequent visitor to Boston. An¬ 
other of the singing evangelists of the Bliss- 
Sankey type was James T. McGranahan, 
whose tenor voice was of the sweetest qual¬ 
ity, and whose method had much of the lyric 
quality. Bliss was a powerful basso, but he 
was a master of expression, and could fill a 
hall or intone a lullaby with equal effect. The 
small organ was the instrument almost in¬ 
variably used by the evangelistic musician, 
and as a rule he played it himself, although 
Bliss delighted in a skilled accompanist and 
in standing before his audience and breathing 
his whole soul into his song.” 


EVANGELIST SUNDAY SMASHES 
PLATES OF HIS BOOK 
While scores of employees stood aghast 
“Billy” Sunday, the evangelist, on September 
9, according to the Inter-Ocean, armed with 
a sledgehammer, destroyed $3500 worth of 
plates containing an edition of his sermons 
in the pressroom of the W. B. Conkey Pub¬ 
lishing Company. 

After completing the task and scattering 
the broken bits of metal about, the evangelist 
put on his coat, warned those present that 
he would repeat the act if an attempt was 
made to issue the edition, and walked rapidly 
from the place. This occurred last Saturday, 
and Sunday has not been seen there since. 

The action is said to be the climax of a 
fight that Sunday has been waging against 
the publication of his sermons. 

According to friends of the evangelist, he 
objected strenuously when Herman Poole & 
Co., of Decatur, Ill., notified him that they 
would publish his “talks.” On seeing the 
proof sheets Sunday forbade the publication 
of the book, claiming that it was an injustice 
to him and contained many things which he 
had not said. The Decatur firm is said to 
have replied that the sermons -were not copy¬ 
righted and therefore he had no control over 
them. In this opinion they were backed up 
by Sunday’s own attorney. 

Without making any more argument he 
asked where the book was to be printed, and 
on finding out that Hammond was the place 
left Decatur. 

Shortly after the employees of the W. B. 
Conkey Publishing Company had returned to 
work in the pressroom, after noon luncheon, 
Sunday rushed into the shop. Stripping off 
his coat and rolling up his sleeves, he grasped 
a sledgehammer. Running along the form 
tables, he found the plates of the sermons and 
destroyed them. 

He did not stay more than an hour in the 
town. 

“Billy” Sunday is well known as an evan¬ 
gelist and also was at one time a baseball 
player. 

What will happen next in the book publish¬ 
ing fight is looked forward to with some 
curiosity. _

COMMUNICATIONS. 

BOOK SELECTION FOR A PUBLIC LIBRARY. 
To the Editor of The Publishers* Weekly. 

Sir: I quite agree w r ith Mr. John Sterling, 
of Watertowm, N. Y., that “the publisher’s 
imprint should guarantee the character of a 
book,” (Publishers’ Weekly, August 29, 1908, 
p. 424.) With many publishers that is still 
the case. 

But I want to protest against the loose 
method of book selection for a public library 
referred to in Mr. Sterling’s letter. The li¬ 
brarian or the book committee hold in their 
hands a sum of money as a public trust. . It 
is always pitiably small. A certain proportion 
of it is devoted to current fiction. Of each 
new candidate for a place on the shelves 
must the question be asked, “Is there any¬ 
thing in this story of service and pleasure 
to any man, woman or child in this com¬ 
munity?” There remains the question, 
“Which will be of the greatest service?” for 
with a limited fund, if you buy this you can¬ 
not buy that. And will this or that best suit 
the particular class of readers’ interest or 
taste hitherto a little neglected? Such a 
complex and delicate adjustment can scarcely 
be made simply by reference to the publisher 
and the book reviewer. Many books can be 
cast out after a brief investigation. Those 
that remain should be read by at least one 
person having discrimination, literary taste, 
common sense and human sympathy. Such 
readers can be chosen from the trustees, the 
library staff and the general public. The li¬ 
brarian should be the most skilful of all the 
readers. He should also be a person capable 
of directing and correlating the reading of all 
the others. He should not feel it to be “an 
unwarrantable burden.” The selection of 
books, which includes seeing to it that the 
books selected reach the people for w'hom 
they have some meaning, is the cream of his 
work. He has a considerable number of 
skim milk tasks. 

I am not outlining an impossible ideal. 


Many librarians, (I think a growing number,) 
take this attitude and follow such a method. 
I am answering Mr. Sterling’s lettef because 
it seems to me quite possible that publishers 
and booksellers do not ahvays recognize the 
ideals which librarians cherish. Being hu¬ 
man w 7 e do not always quite live up to our 
ideals. Salomk Cutler Fairchild.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Arthur G. Stedman, second and last sur¬ 
viving son of the late Edmund Clarence Sted¬ 
man, died on September 16 in New' York 
City. Mr. Stedman was born near Red Bank, 
N. J., in 1859, and was graduated from Yale 
in the class of ’81. The rest of his life w'as 
spent in New York City in editorial work, 
reviewing and magazine waiting. He assisted 
his father in the preparation of the “Library 
of American Literature” and w'rote the biog¬ 
raphies which appeared in that work of refer¬ 
ence. 

Gardner Dexter Hiscox, a writer on scien¬ 
tific subjects, died on September 13 at East 
Orange, N. J. He w'as born in Elizabeth¬ 
town, N. Y., in 1822, and, although without 
college training, had devoted his life to scien¬ 
tific and technical w'ork. He was best known 
as the author of a w r ork on “Compressed Air 
and Its Application,” “Modern Steam Engi¬ 
neering” and “Hydraulic Engineering.” After 
teaching school for a time in his early years 
he became interested in the ventilating ques¬ 
tion, then far from solution, and, with promi¬ 
nent contractors of the time, experimented in 
the dual system of heating and ventilating, in 
which he soon became an authority. 

John Churton Collins, author, lecturer 
and professor of English literature at Bir¬ 
mingham, Eng., was found dead in the woods 
near Low r estofft, on September 15. It is be¬ 
lieved that he poisoned himself in a fit of de¬ 
pression resulting from illness. Professor 
Collins was born at Bourton-on-the-Water, 
(Gloucestershire,) on March 26, 1848. He 
was educated at King Edward’s School, Bir¬ 
mingham, and at Balliol College, Oxford, 
where he took his degree in 1872. He after¬ 
ward engaged in newspaper writing, educa¬ 
tional work and public lecturing and partici¬ 
pated in many controversies in the interest 
of higher education, opposing the philological 
method of the study of literature. He wrote 
much on art, literature and education and 
w;as regarded as an author of force and wit, 
who combined accurate scholarship with a 
lucid and luminous literary style. He was 
the author of “Sir Joshua Reynolds as a Por¬ 
trait Painter,” “Bolingbroke and Voltaire in 
England,” “Study of English Literature,” “Il¬ 
lustrations of Tennyson,” “Dean Swift,” “Es¬ 
says and Studies,” “Ephemera Critica,” 
“Studies in Shakespeare” and “Essays in 
Poetry and Criticism.” He edited the works 
of Lord Herbert of Cherbury, Cyril Tour¬ 
neur, Robert Greene and others; compiled “A 
Treasury of Minor British Poetry,” and ed¬ 
ited Shakespeare and British classics for 
schools. Pie also wrote many magazine and 
review articles. 
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NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

John .Mitchell, the labor leader, is en¬ 
gaged in writing a sociological novel, dealing 
with industrial and political conditions as he 
has found them in the United States. 

Bjornstjerne Bjornsen, the Norwegian 
poet, and his wife celebrated their golden 
wedding anniversary on the nth inst., on 
their estate at Aulestad, near Lilliehammer. 

Jack London's new novel, “Martin Eden,” 
begun its serial career in the current issue of 
The Pacific Monthly. It is hinted that the 
early struggles of the hero are those which 
the author himself once knew. 

John C. Francis, London, has written and 
will bring out next year a memoir of the late 
Norman Maccoll, widely and appreciatively 
known among literary men as the editor of 
the London Athenceum , of which Mr. Francis 
is the publisher. 

C. Hansford Henderson, the author of 
“John Percyfield,” has left his summer camp 
in New Hampshire and gone to California 
for the winter. His new novel, “The Lighted 
Lamp,” will be published by Houghton Mif¬ 
flin Company on October 3. 

Frances Hodgson Burnett, who has spent 
so many years in England as almost to rank 
herself among the ex-patriots, has decided to 
take up permanent residence in America, and 
has started to build a handsome residence in 
Manhasset, a delightful suburb in Long 
Island, close to New York City. 

The annual Christmas book which has for 
seme years been expected as a matter of 
course from Andrew Lang will this winter 
duly make its appearance, but it has been 
written by Mrs. Lang. Under the title of 
“The Book of Princes and Princesses” she 
will treat of more or less popular historical 
characters. 

It is reported on the authority of the New 
York Evening Mail that Mrs. O. H. P. Bel¬ 
mont has written a book of children's stories 
which is to be brought out in time for the 
holiday trade, and a problem novel which is 
to be published next year. Mrs. Belmont is 
widow of the capitalist and congressman, and 
mother of Harold S. Vanderbilt, the Duchess 
of Marlborough and W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr. 
She was W. K. Vanderbilt's first wife. 


POST-CARD NOTES. 

The French Association of Picture Post- 
Card Publishers has petitioned the postal au¬ 
thorities urging a reduction in postage on all 
mailing cards to five centimes. The postage at 
present is ten centimes, the same as that for 
letters. 

The Majestic Publishing Company, In¬ 
dianapolis, rnd., has just brought out the 
American Poets Post-Card series. There are 
ten subjects, including Whittier, Longfellow, 
Eugene Field, Bret Harte and Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. Each card shows an authentic like¬ 
ness of the poet and a verse from one of his 
most popular poems, together with a flower 
design in colors. 


Schwarz, the inventor of the post-card, is 
dead. Several others, notably Joseph Glau- 
berfeldt, have laid claims to the distinction of 
having originated the post-card idea; -but it 
seems that Schwarz first approached the Ger¬ 
man postal authorities and suggested that 
views of the Rhine, Black Forest and other 
features of the Fatherland should be trans¬ 
ferred by a simple process to post-cards, 
which should be accepted for transmission at 
the ordinary rates. After due consideration 
this was done, and from that small beginning 
has grown the enormous post-card business 
of to-day, circulating billions of cards yearly 
and employing thousands of people. 

The line of post-cards recently offered to 
the trade by the Frederick A. Stokes Com¬ 
pany is constantly growing in demand. The 
cards represent the work of some of the best 
artists, such as Underwood, Anna Whelan 
Betts, Anita Le Roy, Ethel Franklin Betts, 
and others. There are forty-eight designs in 
all, and this is the first time that the work of 
these illustrators has been reproduced on 
post-cards. They are printed on the finest 
quality board in full colors and appeal to 
people of really refined artistic taste. The 
subjects are sentimental, humorous, patriotic 
and historical, and dealers who have not al¬ 
ready ordered them will do well to write to 
the publishers for further particulars.

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LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

The John Lane Company publish this 
week “Art and Economy in Home Decora¬ 
tion/’ a guide to home makers of good taste 
and moderate means.

The basis of the book is the author’s lectures 
at Johns Plopkins, discourses considering 
what development time has brought to the 
ideals for which the fathers fought, and how 
that development has reacted upon their sons. 

A. Wessels Company will publish at once 
an interesting romance of the South Sea 
Islands, entitled “Vaiti of the Islands,” by 
Beatrice Grimshaw, with four illustrations by 
H. C. Williams. Aside from the romance 
itself, the book is an interesting and faithful 
picture of the sunshine and freedom of this 
unfrequented and still little-known corner of 
the earth and its people. 

Small, Maynard & Co. have just ready the 
often postponed work on “The Psychology 
of Advertising,” by Walter Dill Scott, illus¬ 
trated with sixty-seven reproductions of char¬ 
acteristic advertisements.

While 
the work in its first inception was based upon 
a portion of the well-known “Traite de Tele¬ 
graphic Sous-Marine” of E. Wiinschendorff, 
Engineer to the French Government Tele¬ 
graphs, the matter has since been so thor¬ 
oughly revised, extended and brought up to 
date that the result is a new and independent 
work; and while drawing fully upon his own 
extensive experiences, Mr. Bright has sought 
material for the enrichment and illustration 
of the volume from every authoritative chan¬ 
nel, personal as well as literary, including 
sources of information within his own reach 
exclusively. Although the work is naturally 
a more or less technical one, intended pri¬ 
marily for the “cable man,” the author has 
in the course of it presented much matter of 
general concern—that is, of interest to a large 
reading public outside the confined circle of 
telegraph engineers and electricians. 

The Griffith & Rowland Press. Philadel¬ 
phia, have just ready “My Pets,” a new ani¬ 
mal story book by Marshall Saunders, author 
of “Beautiful Joe.” This book might very 
properly be called a companion volume to the 
author’s “Beautiful Joe.” Like that im¬ 
mensely popular autobiography of a dog, this 
new work delineates animal life in a way 
that will fascinate and charm the children, 
and the hundreds of thousands of boys and 
girls who have come under the spell of Beau¬ 
tiful Joe’s recital will be eager to read about 
the pets of the author of that “beautiful tale 
of an ugly dog.” The number and variety of 
birds and animals that pass in review in this 
volume present to the reader an altogether 
delightful procession. There is a wealth of 
very unusual incidents in animal life. In ad¬ 
dition to the suggestions for the care of ani¬ 
mals there is in the back of the volume a sec¬ 
tion of blank pages headed “A Record of My 
Pets.” On these pages the owner of the book 
can record the name, variety, and all facts 
in regard to the life of their pet animals. The 
volume has a number of illustrations in color 
and in black and white by Charles Copeland. 

The Oxford University Press will bring 
out at once an edition of 255 copies of “Notes 
on Scottish Song by Robert Burns,” edited 
by the late James C. Dick, who edited the val¬ 
uable “Songs of Robert Burns,” with the mel¬ 
odies for which they were written. The pres¬ 
ent volume is made up of the poet’s annota¬ 
tions in an interleaved copy of the first four 
volumes of Johnson’s “Scots Musical Mu¬ 
seum,” to which he was a frequent contrib¬ 
utor ; the notes written by Robert Riddell, 
who owned the copy of the “Museum” in 
question; and sundry spurious notes by R. C. 
Cromek, which he inserted in his “Reliques of 
Robert Burns,” and which for a hundred years 
have passed unchallenged as from the hand 
of Burns. There are also two chapters by the 


editor—one on “Scottish Song Prior to 
Burnsthe other on “Burns and His Songs.”' 
Dick here, as elsewhere, lays great stress 
upon Burns’s wide acquaintance with Scotch 
melodies, and upon the close relationship be¬ 
tween the words and the airs—in nearly every 
case the tune was mother to the song. The 
whole discussion is illuminating, not only for 
the light that it throws on the poet’s method 
of composition, but also for the renewed em¬ 
phasis upon the profoundly national character 
of his genius. 

The Bobbs-Merrill Company have just 
ready “The Little Brown Jug at Kildare,” a 
new and notable piece of fiction by Meredith 
Nicholson, author of “The House of a Thou¬ 
sand Candles.” It is described as a romantic 
comedy novel, with a livelier display of hu¬ 
mor than the author has previously mani¬ 
fested. The scene is a new one for Mr. Nich¬ 
olson to handle, the action taking place in the 
capitals of North and South Carolina and on 
the border-line between the two States. He 
is, however, well acquainted with the district, 
as he made several visits to Raleigh and Co¬ 
lumbia for the express purpose of verifying 
his “local color.” A novel effect has been 
secured in the illustrations, which are by 
James Montgomery Flagg. They run to the 
edge of the sheet—“bleed,” as printers say. 
They announce a new edition of Raymond 
MacDonald Alden’s book of children’s stories. 
In a new edition of “Knights of the Silver 
Shield” the title has been changed to “Why 
the Chimes Rang.” The change is due to the 
fact that the latter title belongs specifically to 
that story in the collection which has won for 
itself the greatest attention and which has 
been praised by many teachers as “the best 
story for the kindergarten ever written.” 
Professor Alden is a member of the faculty 
of Leland Stanford, Jr., University, and is the 
son of “Pansy,” the famous writer of juve¬ 
niles. 

The Macmillan Company publish this 
week a new book by Clifton Johnson on 
“Highways and Byways of the Pacific Coast,” 
in which the author of “Highways and By¬ 
ways of the Mississippi Valley” covers the 
country beyond the Rocky Mountains, not 
neglecting any of the neighboring States 
while naturally giving to California the most 
space; “Realities and Ideals, Social, Political, 
Literary and Artistic,” the fourth volume of 
Frederic Plarrison’s collected essays, which 
cover a wide range and are concerned with 
subjects in which a keen interest is taken at 
the present time; the second volume of Pro¬ 
fessor Edward Channing’s “Plistory of the 
United States,” which opens with a descrip¬ 
tion of the Restoration as an event in Amer¬ 
ican history and closes with a somewhat elab¬ 
orate account of the people of the English 
colonies in 1760, with a survey of their insti¬ 
tutions and laws; “The Seeming Unreality 
of the Spiritual Life,” by Henry Churchill 
King, president of Oberlin College, who has 
made a careful study of the causes of the 
seeming unreality of the spiritual life, dealing 
with those misconceptions which constitute, 
for so many, obstacles in the way of a strong 
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sense of reality as to spiritual things, and 
calling attention to the natural conditions of 
the spiritual life without the fulfilment of 
which the sense of reality cannot be attained;

the story of his “Pinafore” for children, with 
pictures in color by Alice B. Woodward; and 
“The TEneid for Boys and Girls,” by the Rev.

the Wild,” who originally belonged to Mr. 
MacDonald; and “The Island Traders,” a 
tale of the South Seas, also by Alexander 
MacDonald. 

The Retlly & Britton Co., of Chicago, 
have for a number of years paid particular 
attention to juvenile books, and each year 
have had one or more of the season’s suc¬ 
cesses. This year their leader for the children 
is “Dorothy and the Wizard in Oz,” by L. 
Frank Baum, who is under exclusive contract 
to the Reilly & Britton Co. for a term of 
years. This is the only new Baum book pub¬ 
lished, or to be published this year. In it the 


“Wonderful Wizard” reappears for the first 
time since the publication of the “Wizard of 
Oz.” In point of manufacture and originality 
in make-up, the new Baum book excels any 
previous book by this author. The pictures, 
of which there are many, were painted by 
John R. Neill and are reproduced in colors. 
Under the name of Children’s Stories That 
Never Grow Old series there have been pub¬ 
lished in abridged form twenty-four famous 
classics for children, illustrated with pictures 
in colors by John R. Neill. These books are 
ten-cent sellers and are uniform in size with 
the famous Teddy Bears books issued by 
Reilly & Britton last year. Nineteen of the 
twenty-four classics in this series are incor¬ 
porated in one cloth-bound volume under the 
title of “Children’s Stories That Never Grow 
Old.” This book has seventy-eight full-page 
illustrations in colors and a pictorial cover 
design. Two other books that have attained 
a large sale are the “Peter Rabbit and Black 
Sambo Painting Book,” bound in boards and 
illustrated in colors, and “Baby’s Childhood 
Days,” a record book, designed, decorated 
and hand-lettered throughout by Dulah Clarke 
Krehbiel. This book is put up in three edi¬ 
tions—in boards, de luxe and in Persian ooze. 
There is also a new Teddy Bear book en¬ 
titled “The Teddy Bears in Fun and Frolic,” 
with colored pictures and bright pictorial 
cover by J. R. Bray, of Judge. For the boys 
there is a new series of books by Floyd Akers 
called Boy Fortune Hunters Series, in which 
three titles are published this year—“The Boy 
Fortune Hunters in Alaska,” “The Boy For¬ 
tune Hunters in Panama,” and the “Boy For¬ 
tune Hunters in Egypt.” These stories are 
full of adventure and excitement, but per¬ 
fectly clean in tone. In the successful Aunt 
Jane Series, by Edith Van Dyne, there is a 
new title “Aunt Jane’s Nieces at Millville,” 
making three books in this line. All are illus¬ 
trated by Emile A. Nelson. The list price on 
these popular books was formerly $1.25, but 
has been reduced to 60 c. The list price of 
“Annabel” has also been reduced from $1.25 
to 60 c. “Johnny Hep,” written and pictured 
by H. L. Sayler, is an illustrated book of 
manners for little folks, in which a wooden 
soldier does all the posing and supplies each 
lesson in deportment. “The Bride’s Cook 
Book” was brought out in time for the June 
weddings and was well received by the book- 
trade. It is beautifully made and decorated 
throughout, including full-page pictures in 
five colors. The cover bears a very attractive 
reproduction of a painting by Fred S. Man¬ 
ning. A feature of the book is the alphabet¬ 
ical arrangement of the recipes, combined 
with a thumb index. “Toasts You Ought to 
Know'” is a second bcok by Janet Madison, 
who compiled that charming book of love 
poems, “Sweethearts Ahvays.” Her new book 
is printed throughout in tw r o colors, and has 
a capital picture in colors by Manning as the 
cover inlay. This book is issued both in cloth 
and Persian ooze binding. “When Good Fel¬ 
lows Get Together” w r as compiled with rare 
taste by James O’Donnell Bennett, and has 
been put together in charming fashion. The 
I quotations selected are expressive of good- 
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fellowship, optimism, uplift and cheerfulness. 
It is bound in boards with a particularly strik¬ 
ing cover design, and in Persian ooze, boxed. 
“Forget-Me-Nots” is described as “an every¬ 
day book for everybody in which to make all 
kinds of memoranda.” But for the illustrated 
department headings in colors, by Clara 
Powers Wilson, the pages are blank and 
meant for the recording of personal notes 
and information. “Memorable American 
Speeches” is a title that has been added to 
Patriotic Classes. This book is edited by 
John Vance Cheney, and in binding is uni¬ 
form with the other books in this series. 
“Three Weeks in Belgium and Holland,” by 
John U. Higinbotham, is a companion voluqie 
to the successful book, “Three Weeks in 
Europe.” It is in style uniform with Mr. 
Higinbotham’s first book. These travel books 
have become most popular and are to be 
added to by one book a year, all to be desig¬ 
nated as the Three Weeks Abroad Series . 

BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

The Macmillan Company have just pub¬ 
lished “Writings on American History, 1906, 
a bibliography of books and articles on United 
States and Canadian history published during 
the year 1906, with some memoranda on 
other portions of America,” compiled by 
Grace Gardner Griffin. The beginning in this 
direction was made by Professor Ernest C. 
Richardson and Mr. Anson P 2 . Morse, whose 
compilation for 1902 was published at Prince¬ 
ton in 1904. The volume for 1903 was brought 
out by the Carnegie Institution of Washing¬ 
ton, edited by Professor Andrew C. Mc¬ 
Laughlin, then director of the Department of 
Historical Research of the Carnegie Institu¬ 
tion, and prepared by Mr. McLaughlin, Will¬ 
iam A. Slade and Ernest D. Lewis. The 
trustees of the Carnegie Institution declining 
to continue the work, efforts to make such a 
provision otherwise did not become effective 
to permit timely issue of volumes for 1904 
and 1905. That the series is resumed at all is 
due to the generous subscriptions which a 
number of societies and individuals have 
made a guaranty fund intended to ensure the 
maintenance of the enterprise during the five 
years from 1907 to 1911, inclusive, and to 
provide for volumes covering at least the 
annual product of the years 1906-1910. The 
plan of the volume for 1903 has been closely 
followed, except that a greater attempt has 
been made to list exhaustively the material 
relating to British America and that no at¬ 
tempt has been made to include a selection of 
the titles of writings published in the regions 
lying south of the continental United States 
and in the Pacific Islands. (16+186 p. 4 0 , 
cl.)
